93. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10, wherein the specific site is a site 
of inflammation. 

94. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 93, further comprising co- 
administering a non-calcium-sensing receptor antagonist that inhibits migration of 
immune cells to the site of inflammation in the subject. 

95. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 94, wherein the non-calcium-sensing 
receptor antagonist is an antiinflanfmiatory agent. 

96. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10, wherein the subject has an 
autoimmune disease. 

97. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 96, wherein the autoinmnme disease 
is rheumatoid arthritis, uveitis, insulin-dependent diabetes mellitus, hemolytic anemias, 
rheumatic fever, Crohn's disease, Guillain-Barre syndrome, psoriasis, thyroiditis. Graves' 
disease, myasthenia gravis, glomerulonephritis, autoimmxme hepatis, or systemic lupus 
erythematosus.
